As  you  will  "be  aware,  I  have  been  Acting  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  since  your  previous  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  John  Sleigh, 
resigned  on  30thSeptember ,  1950.  My  other  duties  have  made  it 
necessary  for  me  to  confine  my  attention  to  emergencies  and  I 
would  like  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  help  I  have  received  from 
your  other  Officers,  Mr.  Fairclough,  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Surveyor,  in  particular  having  given  me  much  valuable  assistance. 

The  report  is  perforce  limited  to  statistics  and  examination 
of  the  figures  confirms  that  the  district  has  enjoyed  a  healthy 
year.  In  particular  it  will  be  noted  that  there  were  no  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year,  nor  any  maternal  deaths.

The  County  Public  Health  staff  took  5  samples  during  the  year.  None 
showed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  but  one  was  positive  to 
brucella  organisms.  The  retailer  was  informed  of  the  findings  and 
decided  to  stop  retailing. 
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FOOD 


BYELAWS  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act  1938  were 
.  adopted  during  the  year  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary 
and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  on  connection  with  the  handling 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human 
consumption,  said  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in 
the  open  air  of  food  intended  ioh  human  consumption. 

Shops  and  places  where  food  is  prepared  ,  including  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice  cream  were  inspected  regularly.

(1  )  The  water  supply  has  "been  satisfactory  in  quality  and.  in 
quantity* 

(2)  The  sample  of  water  was  submitted,  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
chemical  analysis  on  the  26th  June,  1950?  when  the  water  was 
stated,  to  be  of  very  good  organic  quality  with  no  sign  of 
dangerous  pollution. 

The  analytical  characteristics  were  very  similar  to  those 
of  the  sample  analysed  in  October,  1947*  The  v/ater  was  found 
to  be  quite  suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes. 

(3)  Two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Ipswich,  for  bacteriological  examination  report 

In  both  cases  the  bacteroilogical  findings  were  satisfactory*
